Restriction has been required between claims 1, 6-7 and 12-14, (Group I), said to be drawn in 
part to peptide compositions, claim 11, (Group II), said to be drawn to an antibody composition, 
claims 15-17, (Group III), said to be drawn to a method of administration, and claims 18-19, 
(Group IV), said to be drawn to a process of contacting. Claims 1, 6-7 and 12-14 (Group I) are 
provisionally elected. 

An additional requirement concerning the Group I claims has been made for applicants to 
designate a single peptide for initial search and examination and to list the claims readable 
thereon. The 10 amino acid peptide (SEQ. ID. No. 3) is designated. Claims 1-2, 4-7. and 12-14 

are readable thereon. 
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A further requirement has been made concerning an election of species of antibodies specified in 
the Group II and IV claims. Antibodies made against the 10 amino acid peptide (SEQ. ID. No. 3) 
designated. Claims 1 1 , 1 8 and 19 read on this antibody or its use.
